That department had the boys 
taken to the juvenile court last May 
when they were found driving an 
automobile. The story of the boys 
experiences at that time was given 
nation wide publicity, a picture ap­ 
pearing in the Life magazine and 
a Harvard professor w'as quoted in 
an editorial that appeared in the 
Chicago Daily News shortly there­ 
after. The professor said, “that it 
is the same impulse displayed by 
these two boys when they took their 
joy auto ride that has given this 
country its present machine age.”

again 
visited 
Des 
Plaines June 30. They left home 
to go swimming at the Des Plaines 
pool. They had been forbidden by 
the juvenile judge to again ride in 
their aunt’s car, in which their old­ 
er sister had been taken to the pool. 
Arriving at Des Plaines depot they 
found they had left their swim 
suits in the railroad park at Mt. 
Prospect. While waiting for a train 
to return home, the police appear­ 
ed on the scene. 
Possibly with memories of the 
wide publicity given Des Plaines in 
the last escapade, the boys were 
again placed into custody and their 
parents not notified until 
three 
hours later. Pleas of their mother 
that the boys had done nothing 
wrong and should be left to par­ 
ental authority, were 
unavailing 
and the following day a second trip 
to the juvenile court was necessary. 
The above story almost seems un­ 
believable. but there is sufficient 
whole cloth in it to be cause for a 
civil suit against the police chief 
and one of the newspapers which 
published a perverted 
story last 
week. 
The law firm of Siebel & Siebel 
has been retained to handle the 
suits. The case against the police 
chief is false arrest. 
The case 
against the newspaper is slander.

Henry Klehm, 
former mayor and 
nurseryman dies 


Henry C. Klehm, mayor of Ar­ 
lington Heights 1905-1907, passed 
away July 4 at the home of his son, 
Supervisor Gilbert J. Klehm, on 
Palatine rd., Arlington 
Heights. 
The funeral w'as held Monday aft­ 
ernoon at the Lauterburg & Oehl- 
er funeral home, Rev. H. A. Kos- 
saek officiating. Interment wras in 
Arlington Heights cemetery. 
Mr. Klehm has been seriously ill 
since last November w'hen he sus­ 
tained a stroke while on a boat near 
Baltimore, Maryland. He was tak­ 
en to hospital and later to a rest 
home at Berwyn, Pa. 
Gradually growling worse, he wras 
brought back to his home town 
two weeks ago. Until the last few 
hours he had his full mental facul­ 
ties, and enjoyed telling reminis- 
censes of his younger days, speak­ 
ing of old time friends, a few of 
whom had the privilege of calling 
on him. 
Deceased, a son of the late John 
Klehm, founder of the Klehm Nurs­ 
eries, devoted his life to growing 
things. The past ten years he op­ 
erated a propagating nursery in 
Virginia, supplying other nursery­ 
men with seedlings. 
Early this century Mr. 
Klehm 
took a great interest in civic af­ 
fairs. He served as village trustee 
and was elected mayor on a re­ 
form ticket in the days wffien fac­ 
tional politics ran rampant in Ar­ 
lington Heights. 
I Henry Klehm was born in Ar­ 
lington Heights Jan. 18, 1870. He 
spent his boyhood here and fol­ 
lowed the footsteps of his father 
as a nursery man. He took a great 
interest in the development of the 
Moline elm. He married Miss Pau­ 
line Steuenkel Sept. 25, 1898, who 
survives him. Children are three 
sons, Gilbert, Elmer, Harvey and a 
daughter, Mrs. Vera O’Keefe of 
Chicago.

High school has asked permis­ 
sion to lay a cement wralk adjacent 
to the curb from Euclid to the ath­ 
letic field along the west side of 
their property. 
The smal truck of the water de­ 
partment is to have another lease 
on life by the exchange of its mo­ 
tor at a cost of $79. New tires w ill 
be next. “It is cheaper than buying 
a new truck,” said an alderman. 
Bills and payroll approved Mon­ 
day night totaled $2,047.01. 
The three village wells in ser­ 
vice furnished a total of 16,200,000 
gallons during June, or 533,000 gal­ 
lons a day.

M arian Hartdke 
chosen state auditor 
of public accounts 


Miss Marian Hardtke, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. C. F. Hardtke of

Vf was ^eld on the campus of 
McMurray College 
for Women, 
from June 28 to July 5. She was 
sponsored by the Merle Guild Unit 
AO.

Marian feels that her experiences 
at Girls’ State have given her a 
fine understanding and appreciation 
of the processes and functions of 
government. We believe that Mar­ 
ian s own story will be interesting 
to our readers, and the following 
account is her report of the work 
at Illini Girls’ State. 
“For those who are wondering 
about Illini Girls’ State and its pur­ 
pose, let it be said that it has be­ 
hind it the idea of furthering young 
women’s education in government. 
Through whole-hearted co-opera­ 
tion of the women counselors and 
the girls themselves, a rather thor­ 
ough study of city, county, and 
state government was crowded in­ 
to a week’s time. 
“Before all the activity had be­ 
gun everyone was wondering how 
all of the planned procedure could 
be carried out, and at the end of 
the week most of the girls still 
could not understand how they had 
ever accomplished so much. 
“After rising at 6:45 a. rn., we 
all gathered on the campus of Mc­ 
Murray College to witness the rais­ 
ing of the flag. As the last strains 
of the national anthem died away 
there followed a dash for the din­ 
ing hall. The food served was won­ 
derful, and better still we could 
have all we wanted. 
“At 8:45 most of us joined a par­ 
liamentary procedure class which 
was an optional course. Instruction, 
explanation, and discussion of Rob­ 
ert’s Rules of Order were furnish­ 
ed by Mrs. Marie Suthers of Chi­ 
cago, and then time was given to 
the girls to hold model meetings 
and practice making motions and 
amendments in the proper manner. 
“During our assemblies 
which 
were held in the morning and in the 
evening, we listened to such speak­

Wed­ 
nesday morning the primaries were 
held and that same evening we had 
our “Campaign Night.”

And now red Russia is projected 
into the muddled picture to the ut­ 
ter confusion of the fellows who 
were shouting for all out war in be­ 
half of freedom everywhere. Russia 
under Stalin and his henchmen rep­ 
resents a complete denial of demo­ 
cratic freedom and even elemental 
human rights. No opposition is tol­ 
erated. All who disagree with the 
clue! regime have been ruthlessly 
exterminated. 
A state controlled 
drive against religion has destroyed 
or closed thousands 
of churches, 
imprisoned and murdered 
untold 
numbers of Christian ministers and 
believers and the youth of the land 
has been systematically trained in 
atheism. Above the entrance to the 
Kremlin are .these words: Religion 
is the opiate of the people! It has 
been estimated by objective observ­ 
ers that over 2,000,000 people have 
been murdered in 
the 
periodic 
“blood purges” against dissenters. 
The fly in the ointment for the 
interventionists is little Finland 
joining arms with Germany to take 
back the land which the Russians 
grabbed as their loot.

Mount Prospect State Bank Has 30th Birthday

Mf. Prospect 
Bank Has Grown Up 
With Community 


Mount Prospect and the Mount 
Prospect State Hank have grown 
up together. Mount Prospect was 
• 
an unincorporated Village in July, 
1911, when the Mount Prospect N a­ 
tional Bank was 
organized and 
started doing business at the cor­ 
ner of Main street and Basse ave. 
in the building now occupied by 
the Mt. Prospect Public library. 
The tract of land embracing the 
beginning of Mount Prospect was 
purchased by E. C. Eggleston, a 
Chicago Real E state man, in 1871 
or 1872, from 
the Burke 
and 
Rooney families, the earliest set­ 
tlers. 
The 
new 
community 
re­ 
mained in a dorm ant state over 20 
years. 
In 1894 William Busse, chairman 
of the present board of directors, 
came to Mt. Prospect and built a 
home at the corner of Main and 
Busse ave., now' the home of Wil­ 
liam Busse Jr., president of the 
bank. At this time there were three 
families living in Mount Prospect: 
John C. Moehling, father of John 
P. Moehling, who was the first post­ 
m aster and who conducted a gro- 
f eery store at the corner of Main 
st. and the Northwest 
Highway, 
William Wille, carpenter and con­ 
tractor, father of Albert Wille a 
director, and John Meyn, who con­ 
ducted a blacksmith shop on N orth­ 
w est Highway. The total popula­ 
tion w'as 35. 
Mount Prospect began to grow. 
Its business interests catered to 
the farm ers and truck gardeners, 
who retiring from their farm s, be­ 
came residents of the community. 
A creamery, a complete 
general 
store, farm implement agency, a 
lumber yard, followed by a hard­ 
ware store, were the nucleus of the 
business center of today. It was a 
slow' growth, but it was built on a 
solid foundation. 
In 1900 the population had passed 
a hunded. Ten years later, 1910, it 
was 225. Among those 225 were 
men with visions of the future 
Mount Prospect of today. 
They saw the need for a bank 
and the men who had been instru- 
* mental in developing the commun­ 
ity were not slow in form ulating a 
financial institution for the grow­ 
ing community. Within a few weeks 
the prelim inary organization work 
was completed and plans accepted 
for a bank home with 
complete 
vault, furniture and fixtures. 
A charter was issued 
for the 
bank in June and the bank opened 
for business July 8, with the fol­ 
lowing officers: Wiliam Busse, pres­ 
ident; Ralph L. Peck, vice presi­ 
dent; Wm. Busse, Jr., cashier, who 
served as directors with the follow­ 
ing: William Wille, J. E. Everding, 
George Busse, W aldemar Krause, 
Henry Holste, Edward Busse. 
There was also a need for civic 
improvements and in the same year 
as the bank organization the Mt. 
Prospect Improvement Association 
wras born. 
The first goal of the new' associa­ 
tion was the installation of street 
lights (oil); grading of roads fol­ 
lowing and in 1913 a 
hand pump 
and chemical engine was purchased. 
In 1915 the streets were oiled for 
the first time. By 1916 the asso­ 
ciation contracted for the replace-

ment of oil street lights with elec­ 
tric street lights furnished by a 
private corporation. The same year 
bricks were purchased for street 
crossings. 
The incorporation of the munici­ 
pality occurred in 
1917 
at the 
recommendation of the improve­ 
ment association. The first village 
officials 
w’ere: 
William 
Busse, 
president; Henry J. Ehard, village 
clerk; L. C. Busse, H. Beigel, Hen­ 
ry Haberkamp, H. L. W uerffel, J. 
W. Pohlman, Ernst Gosch, village 
trustees; John P. Moehling, police 
m agistrate. 
The population in 1920 was 349. 
It doubled twice in the next ten 
years and by 1930 it had become 
1225. The 1940 census credits the 
village with 1720 inhabitants. The 
growth during the past year has 
been so great that a population of 
2,000 is a conservative estimate. 
During these years the bank was 
keeping pace with modern prog­ 
ress. When the bank was only 18 
months old it became a member of 
the Federal Reserve System. 
In 
January 1926 the bank’s officers 
and directors decided that the bank 
could better serve the community 
by converting the existing National 
Bank into a state institution. The 
capital stock was raised to $50,000 
and a surplus fund of $25,000 was 
established. 
In the new organization William 
Busse was elected chairman of the 
board and William 
Busse, 
Jr., 
president. They have continued in 
those positions to the present day. 
The bank has been a member of 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor­ 
poration from the beginning. All 
deposits up to and including $5,000 
are government insured.

Albert Wide, son of one of the 
three original families settling in

tieth anniversary this year as a Mt. 
Prospect business man. His four 
sons are associated wtih him and 
it appears that the clan of the or­ 
iginal William Wille family will be 
represented among local business 
firms 
another 
thirty 
or 
forty 
years. 


Albert Wille organized the pres­ 
ent lumber and coal 
company in 
1911, taking over the coal business 
and adding thereto 
lumber 
and 
building 
material 
lines. 
Many 
changes have been 
made during 
those thirty years. Coal piles and 
m aterial yards have given way to 
the extension of the 
Northwest 
highway and a railroad park. Coal 
silos were erected on the Wille 
property and trucks have taken 
the place of the delivery wagons. 
The business has become stream ­ 
lined. 


Mt. Prospect State Bank is thirty 
years old this month and it has 
become a million dollar bank.

Buicks for

Op­ 
erating as Buick Motor Sales, Al­ 
bert Busse, a member of the origin­ 
al firm today holds the local Buick 
agency. 
Here is a bit of ancient history. 
Albert has not always been an au- 
tonftobile man.

He soon saw the 
realty possibilities in Mt. Prospect 
because as he says, close in develop­ 
ment with the better class of homes 
was not hampered with an unde­ 
sirable “old part of town/* 
Mt. 
Prospect is all new. 
“I applied here," states Mr. Turk,

I present to a customer a stream­ 
lined proposition. The buyer tells 
me across my desk what he wants 
in a home, and I deliver it to the 
nth degree.

M oderate to heavy infestations 
of chinch bugs exist . in scattered 
areas from Rock Island, Henry, Bu­ 
reau, LaSalle and Will counties on 
the north to St. Clair, Clinton, M ar­ 
ion, Clay and Lawrence counties 
on the south, according tv) W. P. 
Flint, entom ologist of the Univers­

Flint, who is chairm an of the 
state pest control comm ittee, re­ 
ports th at exam inations m ade in 
different p arts of this area show 
about one field of wheat ifi six or 
seven to be carrying sufficient num­ 
bers of chinch bugs to cause serious 
dam age to adjoining corn, if no 
attem pt is made to check the spread 
of the bugs at harvest time.

Em ploym ent of Farm Youth — 
Increased 
industrial 
activity 
is 
m aking it possible for m any farm 
boys and girls to find perm anent or 
sum m er em ploym ent either in large 
cities or in industries located near 
their homes. This focuses attention 
on the illinois Child Labor Law. 
By its term s children under four­ 
teen years of age shall not be em­ 
ployed or perm itted to work for or 
in connection iwth any “ . . . thea­ 
tre, concert hall, place of am use­ 
m ent, m ercantile institution, store, 
office, hotel, laundry, m anufactur­ 
ing establishm ent, mill, cannery, 
factory or workshop within 
the 
state.” M inors past the age of 14 
and less than 16 m ay be employed 
in the foregoing occupations pro­ 
vided a certificate of employment is 
first secured from the county sup­ 
erintendent of schools or from a 
person designated by him to issue 
such certificates. 
Before such a 
certificate can be issued, an appli­ 
cation m ust be made by the minor 
and his parent or guardian. The 
application m ust contain required 
inform ation concerning the school 
record, physical fitness and age of 
the applicant. Also the prospective 
em ployer m ust subm it inform ation 
about the character of the w ork to 
be done, hours per day and days per 
week. 
The county superintendent m ay 
issue vacation certificates covering 
the period between school term s. 
These are subject to the sam e con­ 
ditions as regular certificates, ex­ 
cept th at a school record is not re­ 
quired. 
In the case of m inors m ore than 
16 years of age, an em ployer m ay 
insist upon having 
an 
over-age 
certificate to furnish proof of age 
in case he is prosecuted under the 
term s of the Child Labor Law for 
tile illegal em ploym ent of m inors 
less than the age of 16 years. Over­ 
age certificates are also issued by

schools or by someone authorized 
by him.

W heat grow ers subject to m ar- 
k itin g quotas who w ant their acre­ 
age m easured to determ ine the ex­ 
act am ount of their m arketing ex­ 
cess are advised to call or write the 
Cook County A gricultural Conser­ 
vation Committee. 


The m arketing excess will be de­ 
term ined by m ultiplying the acre­ 
age in excess of the AAA w heat 
allotm ent tim es the listed yield, un­ 
less the grow er proves his actual 
yield is sm aller. 
An allotm ent has been set for 
each farm in the county. It is ex­ 
pected th at some grow ers will w ant 
their acreage m easured so they will 
know exactly how many acres they 
have planted above their allotm ent. 
A fter the m arketing excess is 
determ ined, grow ers will have to 
pay a penalty of 49 cents a bushel, 
or if the m arketing excess is stored, 
post bond at the rate of 49 cents a 
bushel or put money in escrow at 
the rate of 49 cents a bushel for 
each bushel of excess wheat. They 
will then receive a m arketing card 
which will allow' them to m arket 
their wheat. 
Paying the penalty means per­ 
m anent loss of money, but will al­ 
low’ for m arketing of all the w’heat. 
If grow ers store th eir w’heat and 
put up bond or escrow’, they can re­ 
ceive a loan at the rate of 60 per 
ii nt of the regular loan rate. The 
bond or escrow’ money will be re ­ 
turned w'hen m arketing quotas are 
no longer in effect and the loan is 
repaid.

Filling home coal 
bin now will aid 
defense program 


Putting 
in 
the 
w inter’s 
coal 
supply now is being advocated by 
home account 
authorities of the 
University o’f Illinois 
College of 
A griculture on the basis of word 
from the Office of Price Adm inis­ 
tration and Civilian Supply, W ash­ 
ington, D. C. 
N ot only are householders en­ 
couraged to arrange for as much 
of the w inter’s supply of coal as 
they can handle, but they are even 
being advised to make credit a r­ 
rangem ents so’ th at the coal bin can 
be filled right aw’ay. 
Furtherm ore they are told th at 
the 
earlier 
they 
buy 
coal, 
the 
more money they will save, accord­ 
ing to the present prices. 
Purchase of coal now will be a 
real contribution 
to the defense 
program because transportation of 
coal can be facilitated now w here­ 
as in the fall railroads will have 
the double problem of m eeting in­ 
dustrial demands made heavier by 
the defense program and .also a 
large civilian demand. 
“To get out of this coming tig h t 
spot,” OPACS officials say “fam ­ 
ilies will have to sta rt buying coal 
a t the rate of 2,500,90 to 3,000,000 
tons a m onth more than is usual 
for the summer. 
“Coal,” they point out, “norm al­ 
ly accounts for 30 per cent of the 
total rail traffic of the nation. Oc­ 
tober is typically a peak month for 
coal shipm ents as we Ii as the high 
point of the normal year for tra f­ 
fic generally. 
W hat m ust be done 
is to relieve th at October peak as 
much as possible by having an in­ 
creased quantity of coal shipped 
during the sum m er.” 
A nticipating th at many homes do

“ Perhaps the best supply of ex­ 
tra labor th at can be gotten by a 
vegetable farm ei is the town or 
city high school 
boy who is home 
for sum m er vacation. These boys, 
farm ers report, are usually a le n , 
very industrious, and dependable. 
They are easier to instruct on how 
to harvest crops than the average 
w orker and agreeable to work with. 
“We suggest to the average high 
school boy who would like to have 
a job this sum m er during -the vege­ 
table harvesting season to contact 
grow ers for a job. H arvesting will 
begin between July 15 and A ugust 
I, and it will run on through the 
season until school 
begins in the 
fall. Since m any of the farm boys 
have gone into m ilitary service, 
and w’ages have attracted m any of 
the farm ers’ best help aw’ay, and 
since food (especially vegetables) 
is being called on as a national de­ 
ft nse project, m ay we suggest to 
the average high school boy th at he 
can make him self some money and 
at the same tim e serve a useful pur­ 
pose in spending a p a rt of his va­ 
cation in harvest w’ork on some of 
the vegetable farm s in the vicin­ 
ity of Cook county.”

The law referred to is known as 
the Illinois Child Labor Law’ arid
